idealism. And the vision that

noblest Hebrew prophets had

, Three 
outstanding messages in 


the Book of Malachi 
have made 


their strong and continued

pression upon all readers of the 
Book, 


In times 
of. religious

sion, or. persecution 
a peculiar 


meaning has been given to 3:16: 
"Then they that feared the 
Lord 


spake often one to another, 
and 


ffa§5,Lord hearkened and

ll^and a book 
of remembrance 


was written before Sim for them 
that feared 
the Lord, and that 


thought upon His name." 


An oft-quoted passage is that 


about robbing God, and bringing 
all the tithes into the storehouse,

, Three 
outstanding messages in 


the Book of Malachi 
have made 


their strong and continued

pression upon all readers of the 
Book, 


In times

meaning has been given to 3:16: 
"Then they that feared the 
Lord 


spake often one to another, 
and 


ffa§5,Lord hearkened and

ll^and a book 
of remembrance 


was written before Sim for them 
that feared 
the Lord, and that 


thought upon His name." 


An oft-quoted passage is that 


about robbing God, and bringing 
all the tithes into the storehouse, 
with the promise of the Lord

room enough to -receive it." 


But most notable, in view

what was to happen to the Jew-

He represents 


the Lord of hosts as saying: "All

here and there

prophecy, statements 
stand

with 
a clearness and 
boldnes 


that have ittade them memorable, 
for quotation ever 
since 
their 


time, and that mark them as. ex- 
pressing 
in brief and 
concise 


form the very essence of 
Jewish 


idealism. And the vision that 
the 


noblest Hebrew prophets had 
of 


the place 
arid purpose of their 


religion in 
relation to other ^na- 


tions-and peoples of the world. 


, Three 
outstanding messages in 


the Book of Malachi 
have made 


their strong and continued 
im- 


pression upon all readers of the 
Book, 


In times 
of. religious 
depres- 


sion, or. persecution 
a peculiar 


meaning has been given to 3:16: 
"Then they that feared the 
Lord 


spake often one to another, 
and 


ffa§5,Lord hearkened and

of remembrance 


was written before Sim for them

the Lord, and that 


thought upon His name." 


An oft-quoted passage is that 


about robbing God, and bringing

time, and that mark them as. ex- 
pressing 
in brief and 
concise 


form the very essence of 
Jewish 


idealism. And the vision that 
the 


noblest Hebrew prophets had 
of

arid purpose of their 


religion in 
relation to other ^na- 


tions-and peoples of the world. 


, Three 
outstanding messages in 


the Book of Malachi 
have made 


their strong and continued

pression upon all readers of the 
Book, 


In times 
of. religious

meaning has been given to 3:16: 
"Then they that feared the 
Lord 


spake often one to another, 
and

of remembrance

An oft-quoted passage is that 


about robbing God, and bringing
